Not only had the President 
done much to annihilate sectional preju- 
dices, but he had done many things to 
commend him to the Democrats. 

“J doubt,” said the speaker impressive- 
ly, “whether, if the Democratic Party 
had succeeded in electing its candidate in 
1904, we would find him striving as ear- 
westly, as zealously, and aa fearlessly in 
sustaining the rights of all the people 
against those who unite to oppress the 
masses as is the present Chief Executive. 

Mr. Patterson did not consider the Pres- 
ident to be a perfect man, but knew him 
to be emotional, and at times hasty. 
But he had no doubt of Mr. Roosevelt's 
patriotism. 

“I have not the slightest suspicion,” 
he added, “that the President is trying 
to pave his way to a renomination.” He 
read the President’s statement announc- 
ing his determination not to be a candi- 
date, and said: “If this declaration had 
been made because of a desire to serve 
his own personal convenience the Presi- 
dent would not be under the same obli- 
gation that he is now under not to again 
enter tho contest, but, having based his 
statement upon a‘desire to observe the 
} two-term rule laid down by Washington, 
he would be base and perfidious should 
he under any circumstances seek or ac- 
cept another nomination. 

“If he ig ambitious to attain a niche in 
the Nation’s pantheon alongside of Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, Jackson, and Lincoln, 
he cannot be blamed. Whether he will 
attain that ambition remains to be seen.” 

Mr. Patterson took the position that the 
basic problem in connection with the 
Algeciras conference is commercial in its 
nature. He referred to the fact that the 
United States had been one of the signers 
of the Moroccan treaty of 1880, and con- 
tended that it was wise policy for this 
country to stand for the open door in that 
country. 

As to Santo Domingo he took the posi- 
tion that the circumstances justified all 
the steps taken by the President. He said 
that the President had not transcended 
his au.hority in preserving the status 
quo in the island republic; that it was 
only right that he should do that, and 


that in case of the failure of the treaty 
nothing would be lost.. 

“ Bring the treaty before the Senate,”’ 
he said. “If it is rejected and the uar- 
rangement is continued, then the Presi- 
dent will be open to criticism. But if it 
is ratified we shall find the arrangement 
a very desirable one.” 

He declared that he had hesitated to 
take a position in these matters antago- 
nistic to many of his Democratic cuvl- 
leagues, but, believing as he did that the 
Monroe Doctrine was involved, he could

RURAL “TOWN TOPICS” CASE. 


Young S. H. Abbey Accused of Libel- 
ing Kingston Folk.

KINGSTON, N. Y., Jan. 81.—Stephen 
Hl, Abbey, a law. student of New York 
City, came here this afternoon and sur- 
rendered himself to the Kingston police, 
who held a warrant for his arrest charg- 
ing him with criminal libel. The hearing 
has been set for Friday. 

The preceedings are the result of the 
circulation of an anonymous publication 
called Around Town, which was delivered 
to several hundred Kingstonians last 
Thursday through the mail. Ex-Corpora- 
tion Counsel Augustus H. Van Buren is 
the complainant, and with him in the 
investigation that has been carried on 
were nearly a dozen of the city’s leading 
lawyers, 

Around Town was an imitation of Town 
Topics. It contained attacks on nearly 
every man of prominence in Kingstor, 
and some of its women. The social func- 
tions of the. younger society set were 
treated in a manner far from compliment- 
ary. Thinly veiled allusions to people of 


prominence were made on each of the four 


pages of the paper. 

Mr. Van Buren was one of the men who 
felt himself injured by the publication, 
and after City Judge Roscoe Irwin had 
made a statement to the investigators 
as to receiving the papers from Abbey, 
and mailing them for him as a favor, 
the warrant was issued. Judge Irwin's 
statement was that he had received the 
papers from New York, and that they 
were already wrapped, stamped, and ad- 
dressed. He believed them fo contain a 
few harmless jokes. He received a letter 
from Abvey, which forms part of the 
complaint made by Mr. Van Buren upon 
which the warrant was issued. The let- 
ter is as follows: 

Dear Irwin: 

As per our previous arrangement I am send- 
ing you by express the matter which we talked 
over the last time I was up. This matter we 
wish to have distributed in order to have it 
ready for the Board of Trade banquet. There- 
fore would suggest your getting these in the 
mail by Tuesday at the latest; Monday if 
possible. Your attention to this will oblige 
and I think be the means of causing some fun 
in your town. Very truly yours,

It 
is reported there are documents in the 
State Department which will disclose that 
even the form of message which Morales 
sent asking the intervention of the United 
States was transmitted to Minister Daw- 
gon, who induced Morales to sign it.

2 HELD ON MURDER CHARGE 


Assailants Said Syrian Paper , Slan- 
dered Them—Shooting the Result 
of a Church Feud. 


The religious factions among the Syr- 
ians fought in a restaurant in the Syrian 
quarter last night with fatal results. 
When the smoke cleared away one man 
lay dead on the floor and two others were 
being taken to have their wounds dressed. 
One of these will probably die. The other 
is a prisoner in the Hudson Street Hos- 
pital, charged with murder. His brother 
is also locked up in the Leonard Street 
Station on the same charge, two bullet 
wounds having been found on the body of 
the victim. 

The accused are followers of Bishop 
Hawa Weeney of the Greek Church, who 
has been the centre of much controversy 
and fighting within the last year. The 
dead man fs a brother of ‘Archbishop 
Stefan, the Roman Catholic Syrian Bish- 
op. According to the police, the editor 
of Al Hoda, a Syrian newspaper, was 
marked for death, and an attack was 
made upon him in his offices by the 
same men who are held responsible for 
the death of the Archbishop's brother a 
few minutes later. 

The police fear that the trouble near the 
lower end of Washington Street is only 
beginning, and, indeed, it was whispered 
among the Syrians after the shooting that 
there would be little peace for anybody in 
the colony for at least two weeks. 

George and Elias Zarik of 64 Atlantic 
Avenue, Brooklyn, are the men the police 
accuse of the murder. They are big, 
powerful men, frequently seen as ath- 
letes and “‘strong men” on the vaude- 
ville stage. One of them had charge of 
the camels at Luna Park, Coney Island, 
last Summer. 

Last night about 7 o'clock, according 
to the police, the two Zariks and George 
Koury of 147 Warren Street, Brooklyn, 
walked into the editorial rooms cf Al 
Hoda, on the second floor of 81 West 
Street. They found Saloum Mokarzel, a 
brother of the editor, N. A. Mokarzel, 
sitting at a desk. It is explained by the 
police that the three men, who are fol- 
lowers of the Bishop of the Greek Church, 
complain that Al Hoda has printed slan- 
derous articles about them and their 
families. 

‘““Where’s your brother?” was 
greeting Saloum Mokarzel heard. 

**He’s out,’’ was the reply. 

“Well, we don't want you, we want 
him,”’ continued the spokesman, acoord- 
imz to the police. . 

‘“‘Don't go out with him or come back 
with him, for we’re going to kill him,”’ 

The three men heard a rustling be- 
hind them, and wheeling about, fired 
into the darkness. There was a clat- 
tering of footsteps on the stairs as the 
editor escaped. The men ran around to 
8i Washington Street, and, mounting the 
stairs, entered a restaurant on the second 
floor. The proprietors, Sarkis Saddi and 
R. A. Beshehlany, and a waiter named 
Raschut Assatte were sitting at a table 
facing the door, Half a dozen men were 
eating at another table. 

The two Zariks and Koury, according 
to the police, greeted the diners with a 
storm of abuse. 

‘‘ What's this all for!” 
them, rising to his feet. 

“We'll show you,” was the response, 
as the Zarik brothers drew revolvers and 
began to blaze away. 

All had risen, but John Stefan, later 
identified as the brother of Archbishop 
Stefan, who is at present in Pittsburg, 
who fell dead with a bullet through nis 
jaw and another in his chest. 

George Zarik, the police say, was fir- 
ing behind his brother Elias, and acci- 
dentally shot the latter in the neck and 
through the back, just above the heart. A

Sz#ddile,. one of the proprietors, 
and Assatte, the waiter in the restaurant, 
were held as witnesses. 

After the pedigrees of the prisoners had 
been taken and the police thought they

In the arrest at the Coroners’ office soon 
after the shooting of Calil Asha, 61 years 
old, a Syrian laborer of 19 Albany Street, 
the police think they have a valuable wit- 
ness. The man wandered into the Coro- 
ners’ office, evidently thinking he was in 
a hospital, and asked to see the man who 
was shot. When he found out his mistake 
he pretended he understood nothing that 
was said to him. 

N. A. Mokarzei, editor of Al Koda, was 
also arrested late last night and locked up 
on suspicion. His arrest was due to the 
statement of one of the wounded men that 
the editor had shot him.

MAXWELL ADMITS ERROR. 


And 70 Normal College Graduates 
Have Got Thelr Teachers’ Licenses. 


City Superintendent Maxyell has been 
convinced by the By-laws Committee of 
the Board of Education that he was legal- 
ly wrong in requiring certain applicants 
for teachers’ Hcense No. 1 to pass the 


academic examination, and he has con- 
ceded that the examination waa illegal be- 
cause it was conducted by him and not by 
the Board of Examiners, the duly consti- 
tuted authority. In consequence of his 
change of view, Supt. Maxwell has li- 
censed the seventy or more graduates of 
the Normal College, who did not pass the 
examination, and whom he had refused to 
put on the eligible list. 

Mr. Maxwell's action in granting these 
licenses has settled one of the most im- 
portant questions that has come before 
the Board of Education in years. It arose 
several months ago in connection with the 
investigation of a special committee of 
five education Commissioners into the 
present system of conducting examina- 
tions. 

The investigation committee presented a 
resolution, which said: ‘‘ The passage of 
the academic examination heretofore oon- 
ducted by or under the control of the City 
Superintendent is not a necessary qualifi- 
cation for license No. 1,” 


THREE TENEMENTS SET AFIRE. 


Hundreds In Danger from Series of 
Incendiary Fires This Morning. 


Three big east side tenements, all con- 
taining between 850 and 400 persons, were 
set afire by incendiaries this morning. 
Bach blaze was extinguished before much 
damage was done. Capt. Shevlin of the 
Madison Street Station had his detectives 
scouring his precinct in the hope of appre- 
hending the firebugs. 

The tenements fired were at 103 Divis- 
ion Street, 160 East Broadway, and 152 
Bast Broadway. In each instance, the 
police declare, there is evidence to show 
that the fires were the work of incen- 
diaries. All took place after midnight, 
and within five minutes of each other. 

The firemen had hard work, but man- 
aged to get at the flames in short order 
and subdue them before any of the fires 
spread. 

At 103 Division Street, a big five- 
story tenement with four families on a 
floor, newspapers had been ignited under 
the staircase. 

As the firemen were returning to their 
quarters an alarm was sent in for a fire 
in‘the five-story double-decker tenement 
at 160 East Broadway. There, too, a 
pile of rubbish was blazing under the 


stairs. 

While the firemen were fighting this 
blaze another alarm was sent in for the 
four-story house at 152 East Broadway. 
Under the staircase leading to the first 
floor a pile of wood and paper was blazin 
briskly. A woman discovered it an 
screamed ‘‘ Fire!’’ alarming all the ten- 
ants, who fled trom their rooms scantily 
clothed, lugging their children after them. 
They dashed into the street screaming. 
Wild excitement > revailed for a time. The 
fire gained’ some headway, but the firemen 
had the flames subdued in a few minutes.

A BILL TO CURB CROKER. 


Tompkins Measure Gives Commissfon- 
er Absolute Powers. 


ALBANY, Jan. 81.—Assemblyman Tomp- 
kins introduced a bill to-day which is 
aimed directly at Fire Chief Croker of 
New York City, and is on its face intend- 
ed to arm Fire Commissioner O’Brien with 
additional powers to aid him in his contro- 
versies with the uniformed head of the 
Fire Department. The bill provides that 
Commissioner O’Brien may in future make 
promotions and transfers ‘“‘ without the 
recommendation ’”’ of Chief Croker. It 
practically lodges with the Commissioner 
absolute power over the force, even to the 
slightest details. 

It has been Croker’s privilege to “ reo- 
ommend” transfers and promotions that 
has given him such power and influence 
in the department. It was this authority 
which was continually getting him and 
ex-Commissioner Sturgis into broils and 
resulted in Croker being forced out of 
the department, Chief Croker failed to 
get along with Commissioners Sturgis 
and Hayes and has run contrary to the 
wishes of Commissioner O'Brien. Now 
the Commissioner is fighting the Chief 
with legislation. Assemblyman Tompkins 
ccmes from Mayor McClellan's home dis- 
trict, and there can be no doubt that the 
Ckief will feel the whole weight of the 


administration before he gets through, 
A fight over the bill is certain. 


Fire Chief Croker moved out of his 
quarters in the Broadway Central Hotel 
esterday and went back to his old room 
n the house of Engine 83, in Great Jones 
Street. Chief Croker stayed in the engine 
house until a year ago. His move to the 
hotel was to get a better place, he said. 
His move out is said to be due to an 
order from Fire Commissioner O’Brien. 
Asked about this, the Chief said last 
night: 

“IT have no statement to make.” 

He repeated that in answer to other 
questions, which were interrupted by the 
second alarm for a fire, to whieh Croker 
raced off at breakneck speed in his auto- 
mobile. 

The Chief's quarters in the hotel are 
said to have cost the city $1,800 a year. 
He had three rooms and a bath there. 

Commissioner O’Brien was asked last 
night whether he had instructed the Chief 
to give up his headquarters in the Broad- 
way Central Hotel. 

“The contract was up and it was decid- 
ed not to renew it,’’ he replied. 

Ex-Fire Chief Bonner, -whom Mr. 
O’Brien made his deputy, putting him 
over Chief Croker, had a reception at 
Fire Hall yesterday. All of the retired 
firemen, there for pensions, went to nis 
office and es him. Mr. Bonnor 
‘was greatly affected by the visit of his 
old comrades. 


TO GIVE CITY 80-CENT GAS. 


Assembly Committee Decides to Report 
Measure with Slight Changes.

ALBANY, Jan. 31.—An eighty-cent gas 
bill for New York City will be reported to 
the Assembly probably next week. The 
Committee on Dlectricity, Gas and Water 
Supply, after a hearing to-lay, decided to 
amend the Agnew measure in minor detail 

and give a final hearing next week. 
Ex-Senator John Ford, appearing for 
the general proposition of cheaper gas, de- 
clared that every day the Legislature de- 


layed the people were being robbed. Half 
a dozen lawyers representing the Gas 
Trust's subsidiary concerns urged that the 
matter be left with the State Gas Com- 
mission. 

“This Gas Commission,” said Mr. Ford, 
“has been in existence ever since the last 
session, and we have seen no reduction in 
the price of gas.

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JONES’S FRIEND SAYS 
VALET CLEARED PATRICK 


Called His Confessions Mere Lies, 
Affidavit Declares. 


NEW EVIDENCE PRODUCED 


Doctors Say Chloroform Didn’t Kill 
Rice—Scores of Affidavits for 
New Trial Argument. 


The latest effort to save Albert T. Pat- 
rick, convicted of the murder of William 
Marsh Rice, came to a head yesterday. 
Just before the closing of the courts the 
District Attorney’s office was served with 
papers prepared by Black, Olcott, Gruber 
& Bonynge in support of the motion for 
a new trial which is to be argued before 
Recorder Goff ‘in General Sessions on 
Feb. 9. 

Most important among the sworn state- 
ments appended to the motion papers was 
a group of affidavits made by persons 
who met Jones, Rice’s valet, in Texas, 
on his visit to the oll fields in search of 
work in 1902. 

“These affiants,” says Mr..Olcott in 
his own affidavit, “‘state in substance 
that Jones said to him that he had been 
prompted and induced to testify against 
Patrick with the inducement and expeo- 
tation held out to him that by so testi- 
fying he would further his own interest, 
and would be able to procure his own 
freedom and immunity from the various 
punishments that were threatening him 
for crimes other than murder of which 
he stood accused. It further appears from 
affidavits that Jones was advised by 
and received substantial assurance from 
his counsel, after he had been in con- 
ference with the prosecuting officer in 
charge of the trial, that the witness, in 
reward of his being accepted as State's 
evidence, would never be proceeded 
against criminally himself.” 

Alexander B. Stanberry, now a Corporal 
in Company G of the Thirteenth United 
States Infantry, which was sent to the 
Philippines last October, but once an em- 
ploye of Rice and his private secretary for 
a whole year, is the witness whose affi- 
davit ranks foremost in significance. He 
knew Jones while both were serving the 
same employer, and they became, in Stan- 
berry’s words, “intimate friends.” The 
Texan met Jones when the latter went to 
the Spindletop oil fields, near Beaumont, 
Texas, in August, 1902. 

Stanberry then goes on to say that Jones 
said he had made several confessions in 
regard to the death of Rice, and that they 
were all lies; that Rice died a’ natural 
death; that he, Jones, told lies to clear 
himself, and that he told different lies 
at different times in order to ‘ queer’ 
his own statement so that no one would 
believe him; that he was surprised that 
the jury would be fool enough to believe 
his perjured statements; that Capt. James 
A. Baker of Houston had told hom, Jones, 
he would be cleared of everything if Pat- 
rick could be ‘ stuck.’ ”’ 

In another affidavit T. J. McNerny, a 
real estate dealer of Houston, Texas, 
tells how he and one Joseph’ Jordan 
fell in with Jones, who said that he had 
been “harassed, bullyragged, and tor- 
mented by the officers in New York until 
he did not know what he was doing 
or saying.” After declaring that Patrick 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
death of Rice, Jones, according to the af- 
fidavit, added that the fact of Patrick’s 
close friendship with Rice and his con- 
stant visits to the latter’s house had 
made him, Jones, pick out the lawyer as 
the best man to throw the blame on when 
he himself got into trouble. The affi- 
davit of McNerny is corroborated by one 
signed by Joseph Jordan. 

The statements from the Texas wit- 
nesses are backed up by affidavits signed 
by a score of prominent physicians and 
pathologists in this city and elsewhere, 
all of whom declare that the statement 
of Dr. Loomis on the stand to the ef- 
fect that an embalming fluid injected 
through the arteries could not reach the 
lungs and cause congestion there was at 
variance with facts. 

The whereabouts of Jones is unknown 
to the District Attorney's office. When 
last heard of he was in Texas, where he 
went hoping to recover from consumption. 
It is said that he regained his health. 


DEVEL CHANGES HIS MIND ? 


Rumored Now That He May Not Re- 
sign, but May Fight to Stay. 


No statement was issued yesterday by 
Justice Joseph M. Deuel, and it was im- 
possible to learn whether he had made up 
his mind to resign from the Special Ses- 
sions bench or to stay there. The Jus- 
tice held a long conference at his home 
with Edward Lauterbach, who on many 
occasions had acted as counsel for Col.

It was rumored late in the afternoon 
that the Justice had changed his mind, 
and will fight the attempts to remove 
him, which are sure to follow his failure 
to withdraw voluntarily.

THE EQUITABLE SOCIETY 
SUES HYDE FOR $72,000 


This Represents His Profits In 
the Selling Syndicates. 


LAWYERS’ BILLS HELD UP 


Question of Suits Against Men In the 
Mutuai’s McCurdy Administra- 
tion Referred to Choate. 


President Paul Morton of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society announced yes- 
terday that suit had been started against 
James H. Hyde for the recovery of ap- 
proximateiy $72,000, representing Mr. 
Hyde's profits in syndicates which sold 
securities to the society. Mr, Morton 
also announced that suits were in prepara- 
tion against various men who had prof- 
ited by the leases of space in bulldings 
owned by the Hquitable to some of the 
so-called subsidiary companies, and that 
these and other claims of the society 
growing out of the acts of the old Hquit- 
able administration were being pushed 
as rapidly as possible. 

The Equitable Directors held their reg- 
ular monthly meeting yesterday and re- 
ceived the detailed report of the account 
ants who have been making an independ- 
ent investigation of all the affairs of the 
society. These reports, as already an- 
nounced, contain disclosures of things 
done by the former administration that 


have not been made public yet. As a re- 
sult of this and of facts reported about 
the business of the Equitable, each Direct- 
or who got a copy of the reports was re- 
quired to sign a receipt, which contained 
@ pledge that he would not disclose the 
contents. 

It became known yesterday that bills 
rendered by several of the counsel em- 
ployed in the factional troubles in the so- 
clety last year and before the reorganiza- 
tion were presented to the board, Objeo- 
tions were made that resulted in the ap~ 
pointment of a special committee to con- 
sider whether the legal charges were ex- 
cessive and whether in certain instances 
the society ought in any event be liable 
for their payment. 

The Dtrectors accepted the resignation 
of Senator Chauncey M. Depew from the 
board and elected Henry Rogers Winthrop 
Treasurer to fill the place that has been 
vacant since the death of Sidney Dillion 
Ripley last Winter. Mr. Winthrop has 
been financial manager of the society for 
about a year, 

After the meeting President Morton held 
@ conference with Paul D, Cravath, who 
has been the principal legal adviser of the 
Hquitable management since the reor- 
ganziation last June, and with the com- 
mittee appointed to consider the lawyers’ 
bills. Just what bills were included in the 
number of those to which exception was 
taken could not be learned. It has been 
known, however, that whether the soclety 
should assume the responsibility for legal 
obligations incurred bas been an open 
question for months in the factional fight 
last year. 

Many counsel were employed by the dif- 
ferent sides. Among the lawyers were 
Elihu Root, J. G Johnson of Philadel- 
phi, Samuel Untermyer, W. D. Gulliver, 
W. &.. Guthrie, Joseph H. Choate, and 
De Lancey Nicoll by James H. Hyde, and 
William B. Hornblower, ex-Judge William 
N. Cohen, Charles E.. Hughes, Frank 
Platt, Bainbridge Colby, Edward Lauter- 
bach, William Nelson Cromwell, and 
Adrian H. Joline by the Alexander fac- 
tion, 

The fees of some of these lawyers were 
paid during or at the close of the con- 
troversy which resulted in the purchase 
of the majority stock by Thomas F.. Ryan. 
Those who were paid include, according 
to accurate information, Samuel Unter~ 
myer, W. D. Guthrie, and ‘Charles BE. 
Hughes, who was called in by the Alex- 
ander party only for an opinion on legal 
matters connected with the mutualization 
project. Hlthu Root received $25,000 di- 
rect from the society before. the Ryan 
purchase. Many of the other claims have 
been pending ever since, and it is under- 
stood that several of the present board 
believe the society is not responsible for 
them. 

After the conference with the Committee 
on lawyers’ bills, Mr. Morton was asked 
about the signed pledges of secrecy that 
were required of the Directors in connec- 
tion with the accountants’ reports. 

“Tt is true that they signed receipts,” 
Mr. Morton gaid, ‘‘and it was to keep 
information about the society’s business 
from going to rival companies.’’ 

“Ts it still the policy to make the re- 
sults of your investigations public to the 
policy holders?”’ Mr. Morton was asked. 

“Yes,” he replied, “‘ but the public need 
not be concerned about all the details of 
our business.” 

‘Was information contained in the ao- 
countants’ reports that may be made the 
basis of further iegal action?” was an- 
other question put to Mr. Morton. 

“Most of the facts reported by the ac- 
countants have already been published tn 
the newspapers,’ he replied. 

Mr. Morton told the Directors yester- 
Gay that the society had discontinued 
writing new business in Australia, Rus- 
sia, Norway, and Sweden, and that it 
would be the policy of the society to 
withdraw from all parts of the werld 
where it was found that business could 
not be conducted at a profit. Testimony 
in the Armstrong investigation showed 


foreign countries had never been profita- 
ble and had no large prospect of its be- 
coming so. 

Henry Rogers Winthrop, who was elect- 
ed Treasurer of the society yesterday, 1s 
one of the youngest men ever put in any 
important post in a great financial! institu- 
tion. He was born in 1876 and was grad- 
uated: from Yale in 1808. He studied law 
and was admitted to the New York bar in 
1901, but gave up active practice after a 
year to accept a place in the Equitapble, 
In 1908 he was elected Assistant Secre- 
tary and subsequently succeeded George 
H. Squire as Financial Manager. 

Mr. Winthrop is a Director of the Equil- 
table Society, of the Equitable Trust, and 
a dozen other financial institutions. He 
belongs to many clubs and is Captain of 
Company F of the Twelfth Regiment. 

The Trustees of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company at an adjourned meeting — 
yesterday afternoon adopted a resolution 
referring the question of suits against in- 
dividuals prominent in the McCurdy ad- 
ministration to Joseph F. Choate for an 
opinion on the points of law involved.

Panama Railroad Administered With- 
out Regard to Commercial Business, 
He Says—Fears New Raliroad. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Secretary Taft 
was accused of making false statements 
about Panama affairs through malice 
or ignorance before the Senate Committee 
on Inter-State Commerce to-day. Robert 


iP, Schwerin, general manager of the 


Pacific Mail Steamship Company, was his 
accuser. Mr. Schwerin blamed the Gov- 


}ernment officials for congestion of com- 


mercial freight on the Isthmus, and crit- 
1clsed them severely. 

“It may be that they are not making 
the dirt fly there as rapidly as they 
want,” he said at one time, “but I am 
not going to let them make the fur of the 
Pacific Mail fly without giving to the 
public an understanding of the way busi- 
ness is being done.”’ 

When Mr. Schwerin took the stand his 
attention was called to a statement made 
by Secretary Taft criticising the service 


| between Panama and San Francisco for 


its part in contributing to the congestion 


of freight at Panama. 

“Secretary Taft's statement was made 
either through malice tending to injure 
an American industry,” Mr. Schwerin 
replied, ‘‘or through ignorance of the 
causes of the difficulties of which he has 
complained.”’ 

* As soon as control of the road passed 
to the United States,’’ he continued, ‘‘ the 
railroad management cut the wages of 
men working on the docks, which caused 
a strike, and our labor followed. As a 
result we are both paying higher wages 
than we were before for the poorest 
labor in the world. 

‘“‘It became the understanding that the 
United States had bought the railroad 
to build the canal and cared nothing for 
the commercial business across the Isth- 
mus, Commercial business was neglected, 
and it was said by Secretary Taft, Mr. 
Wallace, Admiral Walker, the former 
Chairman of the commission, and others 
ecnnected with the building of the canal 
that commerce was secondary to the 
movement of canal material. It was that 
indifference that brought about the con- 
gestion. 

Mr. Schwerin charged that the railroad 
company had further delayed the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company's ships by fail- 
ure to furnish them with coal, as required 
under a contract, and that when com- 
plaint was made to Supt. Hunt of the 
reilroad, he said the fault lay with higher 
officials. He resorted to every means 
to improve conditions, even making a 
es to the. State Department to in- 

vee it to appeal to Panama, 

The witness complained that the Pana- 
ma Railroad had arbitrarily reduced 
rates from New York to ports on the 
Pacific Coast, where the haul was di- 
vided between the Panama Steamship 
Company and the Pacific Mail. He was 
informed that the reduction was ua con- 
cession to the Steel Trust, which had 
protested to Admiral Walker that the 
rates were cheaper from Europe to Cen- 
tral America than from New York to the 
same ports. Secretary Taft, he declared, 
had authorized a reduction of the rates. 

Mr. Schwerin made the statement that 
the Seeanees Railroad across Central 
America will be completed by June 1, and 
“that will kill the American commerce 
which now crosses the Isthmus. it will 
put the Panama Railway and the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company’s Panama Line 
out of business, as by the new line there 
would be a reduction in the time from 
San Francisco to New York from thirty- 
four to twenty-six days.”

Pneumonia Caused More Deaths Than

ALBANY, Jan. 31.—The Department of 
Health’s annual bulletin shows 137,059 
deaths reported last year. In addition 
the returns of 175 were delayed. This 
made a death rate of 17.4 per thousand 
population, or about the average of the 
last five years, against 18.2 in 199s. 


There was a daily average of 376 deaths, | 


against 380 In 1904 and 350 in 1903. 
Pneumonia was the chief cause, being 
the diagnosis in 14,157 cases, against 13,- 
531 in 194, and 9,000 in 1908. Consump- 
tion caused 10 per cent. of the deaths, 
175 per 100,000. The mortality from cere- 
bro-spinal. meningitis was 2,566, against 
1,700 in 1904, and the average in former 
years, 550. Scarlet fever, after four yeas 
of high mortality, has suddenly decreased 
by haif.

|MUST MODIFY RULE CHANGES. 


John C. Bell Says an Anomalous Con- 
dition Has Been Created In Football. 


John C, Bell of the National Intercollegiate 
Rules Committee, in speaking of the rules en- 
acted at the last meeting of the committee, 
acknowledges that the committee has uninten- 
tionally created an anomalous condition that 
will compel it to modify its action. He says 
forward passes must be extended or the defense 
further weakened specifically tf ground gaining 
is to be possible even to the extent of making 
five yards in three downs, let alone ten yards 
as now. provided. 

**In my opinion,’’ says Mr. Bell, “* the situa- 
tion confronting the National Intercollegiate 
Rules Committee imperatively demands the 
modification of one of the four changes enacted 
at its last meeting affecting the technical game 


to retain the character of the game. If you bal- 
ance the elimination of tackles’ and guards’ 
back plays and the elimination of hurdling 
against forward passes as permitted you will 
‘conclude that the attack has been materially 
weakened. If you analyze the measure designed 
to weaken the defense, you will find that it 
does not appreciably weaken it. It will be more 
sco under the proposed rules to gain five 


yards in three downs than under the present 
rules. Bearing In mind that a ten-yard advance 
is now required, it is obvious that if the open 
game is to be brought about the defense must 
either be further weakened or greater latitude 


be given to the forward pass than is proposed.. 


Which suggestion shall be followed is a ques- 
tion which the Rules Committee must answer 
at its next meeting. 

“As to the measures which will correct the 
conditions, there are but two, in my opinion. 
One of these requires three men behind the line 
| of scrimmage on defense to stand at least five 
yards behind the line. Obviously this would 
weaken the defense by compelling the line to be 
shortened and thus facilitate end running and 
dashes outside of tackle. Another suggestion 
was to permit any man behind the line of scrim- 
| mage to pass the ball ahead of the line not 
more than ten yards, which would have the 
same effect tn that it would compel some of 
the defensive players to withdraw ten yards to 
prevent such forward passes, which might be 
| frequently tried. Such a scattering of the back 
field will be sure to open up the play and Intro- 
duce spectacular passing."’

Demand. week suggest both the 
urgency and the necessity 
for doing something to protect not only 
her rights, but those of everybody else, 
as against the manifestations of ruth- 
less, brutal discourtesy, especially on the 
part of photographers. There is already 
a law that does a little in this direction, 
but nobody except the people who in 
some way or other want to make money 
out of their own portraits seems to know 
exactly what it is, and even they have 
a lot of trouble in defending their inter- 
ests. In the parks and on a few of the 
beaches, too, some defenses against the 
camera are in existence, but otherwise 
the photographers apparently recognize 
no limitations upon their enterprise, and 
their breaches of common decency, to say 
nothing of common courtesy, are coming, 
or, rather, have come, to be well-nigh 
unendurable. The problem, it must be 
confessed, is an extremely difficult one. 
Any attempt to forbid and punish any- 
bedy who took a photograph of anybody 
else without obtaining formal and explicit 
permission would be as absurd as it would 
be impracticable. Many pictures so 
taken. in streets, at public ceremonies, 
or while traveling through strange places 
and scenes, are entirely innocent in all 
except cases so rare that it ig not worth 
while to take them into account, and the 
misuse of such pictures is almost impos- 
sible, Man or woman, as a part of what 
can properly be called the scenery, has 
few rights of privacy and none that are 
enforceable, but the individual protrait, 
the small group, is quite another thing, 
and the resentment which the taking 
these so often excites is justified on a 
hundred good grounds. Yet, even here, 
the evil Hes chiefly in the abuse of al 
privilege which discretion and courtesy 
would reduce to innocence at best and to 
nothing more than slight annoyance at 
werst. We do not know that we have any 
definite suggestions to offer to the law- 
makers, Statutory restrictions could 
hardly be close enough without being too 
close—could hardly control the wicked with- 
out suppressing the harmless pleasures of 
the virtuous. The remedy is probably to 
be found only in an elevation of the pub- 
lic standards of taste, in a new and clear- 
er appreciation of what should and 
shouldn’t, as well as of what may and 
may not, be done without causing just 
offense and comprehensible suffering. 
Pcliteness and consideration cannot be 
created by ldw any more than they can 
be enforced by law, and all hope for real 
relief must rest on general education in 
the amenities of civilized life,

When that is right there 
is no reason for division of our Gov- 
ernment into legislative, judicial, and 
executive departments, and there is no 
reason why any Judge should be 
checked in his procedure. A District 
Attorney must have a Grand Jury’s tn- 
dorsement before he can prosecute any 
defendant, man or corporation. A 
Judge cannot of his own motion find 
any defendant guilty, but’ must have 
the verdict of a petty jury. And, after 
all these checks, lest there should be a 
failure of justice, appeals lie from one 
court to another. But Mr. Townsenp 
cannot understand why all these func- 
tions cannot be joined in one body, and 
}its sentence be executed without stay. 
| We refer him to the Supreme Court. 
Our criticisms are not original. They 
might have been availed of a year ago 
when this same question was pending.

The epitaph on his tomb 
was composed by Dr. Benjamin Rush, 
the patriot-physician of the Revolution. 
His tomb is visited yearly by various 
American, Catholic, and historical socie- 
ties. A monument of him, presented by 
the National Total Abstinence Union of 
America, {n 1876, stands in Fairmount 
Park, Philadelphia. His portrait, pre- 
sented by the Hibernian Society, hangs 
in Independence Hall in that city. Con- 
gress passed a bili to erect a statue of 
Barry in Washington, but the appropria- 
tion was not provided. Representative 
M. B. Driscoll of this State was interested 
in securing the passage of the bill, and 
the matter will doubtless be brought for- 
ward again in the present session of 
Congress.

The laborers 
who used to get $4.50’ per week now get 
$6.50, with a decrease of two hours per 
day labor. 

Electricity—At first {t cost 11.68 cents 
per unit, but now is supplied at 5.36 cents 
per unit, and as an aside has paid §260,- 
000 to the relief of rates within the past 

three years. 

Water—There is little to be said under 
this head ‘except it is the best and 
cheapest In the world. 

Tramways—These have only been mu- 
nicipalized four years, and in that time 

wages have been advanced from $4.25 to 
$5, (at this wage the motorman or con- 
dustor is infinitely better housed than 
the New York men,) hours have been 
reduced from sixteen to twelve, and all 
badges, &c., are now bought by the city 
authorities instead of the employe. Un- 
der this head “Fair Play,” comparing 
Glasgow and Brooklyn, says of the latter, 
“it gives a third more of mileage for each 
one cent fare paid.’’ Now this Is entirely 
misleading. Where in the United States 
can you ride on a car for one cent? No- 
where! In New York if you want to go 
one, ten, or a hundred blocks you pay 
your nickel, in Manchester you pay one 
cent for every twenty blocks and so on 
every twenty blocks. The result has been 
an enormous increase in the receipts of 
the tramways and a corresponding de- 
crease in the rates. 

Baths—A large number of New Yorkers 
may themselves of the unwashed, 
for there not one bath to every five 
persons living here. In Manchester any- 
body can take a bath for 2 cents and a 
swim (Summer or Winter) for one cent.

BANKS WON'T PUSH 
TRUST CO. RESERVES BILL 


Clearing House Not to be Repre- | 
sented at Albany Hearing, 


BUT THEY WILL SUPPORT IT| 


Trust Companies Oppose the Bill En- 
tire, and Say Banks Have No 
Right to Dictate. 





The New York State Trust Company 
Association and Bankers’ Association are! 
actively préparing for the hearing on the} 
Trust Company Reserve bill, which is to} 
be held at Albany on Tuesday next. The 
New York Clearing House Association, it 
was learned yesterday from a member of 
the Clearing House Committee, will 
as a body be represented at ihe hearing, 
nor, so far as can be learned, will any | 
member of the Clearing House Commit-}| 
tee appear at the hearing to speak in fa- 
vor of its passage. This, however, does 
not mean that the Clearing 
general way does not approve 
posed law. The active work 
ing the bill, however, is being left to the 
New York State Bankers’ Association, at 
whose suggestion the present bill was in- 
troduced. William A. Nash, President of! 
the Corn Exchange Bank, will appear in 
favor of the bill. 

The Executive Committee of the Trust 
Company Association will hold a meeting 
to-day to arrange for an adequate repre-| 
sentation of the trust companies at the} 
hearing. The Trust Company Associa- 
tion, it was definitely stated yesterday by 
officers of that association, will not “o} 
to Albany to argue for a change in the} 
terms of the bill, but will oppose the 
whole proposition. This attitude on the} 
part of the trust companies, as represent- 
ed by the Trust Company Association, it 
may be said, is largely the result of the | 
failure of the New York State Bankers’ 
Association to meet the Trust Company | 
Association for the purpose of discussing 
the reserve question in advance of the 
introduction of a bill in the Legislature. 
The great majority of the New York City | 
trust companies, it has been unofficially 
atated by the representatives, would have! 
@ssented to a bill fixing a reserve con- 
sisting of 5 per cent. in cash and 10 per 
eent, on deposit with other institutions. 
The present bill so far as New York City 
trust companies are concerned, fixes 4 
15 per cent. reserve, half in cash and half 
on deposit. 

Prominent representatives of the trust 
cempanies repeated yesterday that the 
matter was not one in which the banks 
could assume to dictate, that the banks 
had made a mistake in not meeting the! 
trust -companies in conference, and that} 
the banks would find that they could not 
successfully dictate to the trust com- 
panies. 

George W. Young, until recenily Pres- 
ident of the New York Trust Company 
Association, in an article published in} 
the February number of the North Amer- 
ican Review, sets forth the position of the 


trust companies in the matter of cash re- 
serves, Mr. Young broadly intimates that 
the New York Clearing House assumed 
dictatorial powers in their efforts to get 
the trust companies to maintain cash 
reserves. Referring to the Clearing 
House, he says that the natural course 
of affairs in such an institution is toward | 
control by’some central dominating group, 
and he adds that it is a matter of public 
concern that there should be great care 
in the manner in which this power is} 
exercised or extended. 

Arguing against the establishment of a 
cash ~reserve, Mr.* Young claims that it 
would unnecessarily tie. up a very large, 
amount of additional cash. He says that 
the record of the trust companies in New 
York State shows clearly that, far 
frém being a danger to the financial com- 
munity, they have been se conducted that 
since the pa ge of the Trust Company 
act no depositor in a trust company has 
ever lost a cent. Many depositors in 
State banks, on the other hand, he says, 
have lost heavily. 

He suggests that the banks have been 
unnecessarily aggressive in their move- 
ment to force the trust companies to carry 
reserves. The banks themselves, he says, 
could very readily bring about larger cash | 
reserves in the trust companies if they 
would discontinue the practice of paying 
interest on trust company deposits, a mat-/! 
ter which the banks themslves control. j

IRON AND STEEL NOTES. 


Big Demand Here for Structural Steel 
—Enormous Consumption. 


The construction of buildings now 
planned in New York will require an 
amount of structural steel estimated at 
200,000 tons. A large amount of material 
will also be used in steel frame buildings 
which are shortly to be erected in other 
cities, The Iron Age, in its weekly re- 
view, points out these heavy requirements 
for structural steel, and comments upon 
the continued heavy demand for other 
steel products. The paper says on this 
general subject: 


Consumption is proceeding at an enormous 
rate, and it is believed that the majority of 
producers of finished iron and stee] are very 
much in the position of the United States Steel 
Corporation with its orders of 7,600,000 tons. 
Makers in nearly all branches of the finished 
trades are prorating shipments. It.is under- 
stood that as yet wire makers have been quite 
Unable to accumulate the stocks with which 
they generally endeavor to enter the Spring 
season, and that the stock of tube, tin plate, 
and sheet makers are at a low ebb. 

Favored by open weather, production is pro- 
ceeding at an enormous rate. Some mills have 
been running right along to catch up, but we 
are advised that Sunday productive work is to 
be stopped. 

Steel is scarce fn the Central West, but 


at Chicago and here in the East the sup- 
ply at present fs freer than it has been 
in the recent past. The greater ease with 
which the consumers of steel ingots have 
been able to secure supplies in the Chi- 
cago district is due to the starting of a 
new open hearth plant by the Illinois 
Steel Company, one of the subsidiary 
companies of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. In the East a new seller of in- 


past fortnight. The Iron Age estimates 
that since the middle of January there 
have been sales of fully 20,000 tons of 
ingots, while within a week there have 
been sales of about 25,000 tons of billets 
at about $29 for basic open hearth. This 
figure is somewhat lower than might be 
expected in view of the present situation 


in the steel trade. 
Referring to foreign markets, The Iron 


Age says: 

Reports from foreign markets so far as steel 
and finished products are concerned are uni- 
formly good, and the demands upon American 
makers are heavy. The condition of affairs 
here, however, does not encourage expansion in 
that direction. How large a proportion of our 
make is now going abroad and how important 
a factor our country has become as an exporter 
of crude and finished rolling mill products is 
shown by the fact that the shipments to foreign 
countries during 1905 by the United States 
Steel Corporation aggregated 1,052,000 tons. 
This figure is particularly interesting because 
the Bureau of Statistics does not give tonnage 
figures at all in some important lines. 


Producers of pig iron report that there 
ig no present accumulation of pig iron, 
pig being melted as rapidly as it is pro- 
duced by the furnaces. 

Advices from Pittsburg report that 
plans are under consideration for the 
erection near Pittsburg of a new steel miil 
for the manufacture of tool steel under a 
special process. The proposed plant would 
cost $1,500,000. 

Orders for steel rails placed during the 
past week are estimated as calling, all 


told, for 80,000 tons of rails. 


COPPER MARKET REPORTS. 


A foreign view of the present position of 
the copper market is given In the circular 
of Henry R. Merton & Co. of London. 
Under date of Jan. 20 that firm says: 

Those who are willing to look a little more 
closely into the facts will find that the intrin- 
sic position remains as sound as ever it was. 
There are no signs yet of a slackening in the 
demand of copper, as the various branches in 
the trade are still very busy and the immediate 
factors which brought about the rise are still in 
existence. In spite of the stimulus given to 
production by the higher range of prices, it 
does not appear to have outstripped or even 
reached the requirements which have still to 
be provided for during the next.few months. 

This bears out the opinion expressed 
by the’ leading copper interests in this 
country.

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ROGERS NEEDN'T ANSWER 


JUST YET, COURT HOLDS: 


Must Await Decision of Missouri | 
Supreme Court. 


HADLEY’S MOTION DENIED) 


But Without Prejudice to Its Renewal | 
After Missourl Court Has Disposed 
of Similar Case. 


Justice Gildersleeve, in the Supreme 
Court, handed down a decision yesterday 
upon the application of Herbert 8. Had- 
ley, Attorney General of Missouri, to 
compel ‘H. H. Rogers, Vice President of 
the Standard Oil Company, to answer 
certain questions propounded to him be- 
fore Special Commissioner Sanborn in 
the suit instituted by Missouri to prevent 
the Standard Oil Company and subsidiary 
concerns from doing business within the} 
borders of that State. 

There is no finality about the decision, 
however. Justice Gildersleeve simply 
postpones determination of the materiality 
of the questions which Mr. Rogers would 
avoid answering until after the Supreme 
@ourt of Missouri passes upon the right | 
of the State to enforce answers to sim- 
flar questions asked at the hearing of 
the suits against the Standard Oil Com- 
pany in that Commonwealth. Here is the 
decision of Justice Gildersleeve in full: 

“Quo warranto proceedings are now 
pending in the State of Missouri entitled 
‘State of Missouri, ex information of Her- 
bert S. Hadley, informant, vs. The Stand- 
ard Oi] Company, the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Company, and Republic Oil Company, 
corporations, respondents.’ 

“The Waters-Pierce Oil] Company is a 
corporation of the State of Missouri, and | 
the other two corporations above named | 
have license to do business in that State. | 
The object of the proceedings is the for- 
feiture of the charter of the local com- 
pany, and the licenses of the two for- 
eign companies. It is claimed that these 
companies have entered into an agree- 
ment that is a violation of the anti-trust 
law of Missouri. 

“The particular offenses that it 
charged constituted the said violation are | 
(a) an agreement to divide the territory 
in which they are to sell oil in Missouri; 
(b) an agreement to fix and maintain the 
prices of oil in Missouri. 

“A subpoena having been issued 
this court on the petition of the relator, 
Herbert S. Hadley, requiring among oth-| 
ers, Henry H. Rogers to attend and sub- 
mit to examination as a witness before
